A PRIL will find Southern club women in great activity 


with preparations for their annual Federation meet- 
ings. The spring is now well advanced, and the club 
woman begins to set her house in order for the summer 
hiatus in.club work. So this month there is a general col- 
lecting and tabulating of endeavors planned and results 
accomplished. The Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina club women will hold their meetings in close suc- 
cession, and these gatherings promise a showing of much 
accomplishment and great inspiration for future co-opera- 
tive work. The Virginia club women will enjoy the enthu- 
siasm which comes from having with them several of the 
General Federation officers, since their meeting follows 
immediately after the council meeting in Washington; the 
North Carolina club women are promised the help which 
must come from an address by Miss Julia Lathrop, chief of 
the new Children’s Bureau, and South Carolina club women 
will be encouraged and inspired by the presence of Dr. S. C. 
Mitchell, the brilliant and scholarly president of the South 
Carolina University. In each case there will be earnest 
conferences and debates, all looking toward a broadening of 
the scope of the club woman’s activities and a strengthening 
of the ties which bind these women together in a life of 
altruism and loving service. 


OMAN’S influence in the world is in direct ratio to 

her strength of character and the distinctiveness 
of her personality. When one looks about and’ sees 
the waste of personality on the trivial in life, one 
longs for a directing mind and a _ guiding hand 
which might conduct this power into useful and 
beneficent channels. Women’s clubs and _ organiza- 
tions utilize much of the prodigality of feminine energy 
and vitality ; they are an outlet for the abundance of interest 
and sympathy which nature has stored up in womanly 
hearts. Talents of various description are thus applied to 
the betterment of community life, and the results are higher 
standards of living, a happier community life and inspira- 
tion for the future. We would at this time bespeak a larger 
consideration and a more active exercise of one womanly 
talent not often discussed in connection with organized 
effort on woman’s part, and that is woman’s social talent. 
In our efforts to be efficient, useful and practical, we have 
not given due credit to the soothing, adjusting and accom- 
plishing power of the social talent. The woman who knows 
how to harmonize conflicting opinions; how to find outlets 
for aggressive energy ; who knows the beauty of silence, and 
how to have ready the tactful sentence which will turn the 
current of theargumentintosmooth channels, is a factor now 
being sought in community life. Power and force there 
seems to be aplenty among our modern women, but has the 
woman with the finer social talent been doing her part in 
this great world-movement of women? The innate courtesy, 


the tactful quality, the gentle grace and the clever, subtle, 
mental force of the woman with social talent is a type which 
can no longer rest at home; the big world of civic and phi- 
lanthropic endeavor needs it, and it must come out and serve 
the race. Types of entertaining are changing with the civ- 
ilization of the times, and the real social leader must direct 
her energies to conform to the trend of the times. Where 
organization among women was a fad fifty years ago, today 
it is a recognized part of every normal woman’s responsi- 
bilities, and so with this changed environment all types of 
women are needed to make American life representative 
of the nation’s highest and truest ideals of womanhood and 
the home. Is it the best ideal of the American home to 
hear courtesy and politeness dubbed “‘old fashioned?” Are 
we impressed in our public gatherings and even in our 
neighborhood assemblies by the gentle courtesy and the 
tactful consideration of the feelings of others displayed by 
the majority present? Is the social talent a twentieth cen- 
tury attribute of humanity, or is it one of the disappearing 
arts along with conversation, letter writing and respect for 
the aged? The school and the college are fitting our youth 
for the great literary and economic problems of the day. 
Are the homes and the firesides inculcating the charm and 


the potency of “good manners,” graceful speeches and tact- ' 


ful behavior—all component parts of the social talent? 
Intellectuality has a great field for its play here in this 
realm of personality; it is humanity in all its varied eccen- 
tricities and prejudices one has to deal with; it is a game 
worth the time spent in its acquirement. The woman’s club 
has exploited many reforms and accomplished many prac- 
tical results; it has as many problems before it as life varies 
with the unfolding years, and it must assuredly see the need 
for the cultivation and development in our national life of 
the social talent. Once seeing that need, the woman’s club 
will not be long in applying its energies to supply it in full 
measure throughout the land. 


ENACITY of purpose has accomplished much for 

humanity and lacking it many a good idea has been 
lost for a time to civilization. Each spring the club 
woman’s thoughts turn to “Clean-up Days” as a part 
of her civic responsibility ; and with “Clean-up Day” activi- 
ties comes the other thought of the fight against tuberculosis. 
Sunshine and fresh air do much for sick and tired humanity, 
and among this group one finds the consumptive. Every- 
body can help in this work; the medical profession is lead- 
ing, helping with scientific advice and remedial methods; 
women’s organizations can be the practical application of 
this advice and these methods to community and home life. 
Conferences are constantly being held to discuss methods of 
work for the elimination of this disease from our homes; 
these conferences are educating public opinion, and with an 
awakened public opinion the end is half accomplished. Club 
women are urged to continue this faithful service in behalf 
of the race; the spread of tuberculosis can be held in check, 
and every step taken in co-operation with those agencies 
which are fighting it is a step toward a more efficient and 
useful citizenship in the future.

THE CHIEF work of the Woman’s Twentieth Century 
Club, Statesville, has been in securing the maintenance fund 


from the city for the proposed Carnegie Library. A fine 


“ 
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site, 100x100 feet, has been donated by Mrs. T. A. Sharpe, 
at the solicitation of the club president, Mrs. D. M. Ausley, 
who has obtained the signatures of 400 registered voters 
favoring the maintenance fund, which practically insures 
the accomplishment of the efforts in the pending municipal 
election. Two hundred and twenty new volumes have been 
placed in rural school libraries through the efforts of this 
club during the year. One hundred volumes added to the 
Carnegie Library nucleus. One thousand seven hundred and 
fifty volumes have been collected in the past four years by 
this club. 


THE Civic DEPARTMENT of the North Carolina Sorosis, 
Wilmington, gave a lecture by Dr. Nesbitt, the city physi- 
cian, mention of which was made in World’s Work, March 
issue. This department celebrated in splendid manner 
National Civic Day, March 10th. The Art Department has 
just had a display of the work of local artists, which was 
highly interesting and beneficial. 


SEVERAL OF THE CLUBS in the eastern part of the State 
were invited by the Sesame Club, of Faison, to a celebra- 
tion of District Reciprocity Day. Mrs. Cotten, president 
of the Federation, graced the occasion and inspired the par- 
ticipants with new zeal and enthusiasm. The formal meet- 
ing was in the school auditorium. Besides the guests and 
the members of the Sesame Club, many interested towns- 
men were present. The program included an invocation by 
Rev. P. McIntyre; addresses.of welcome by Miss Winifred 
Faison, president of the Sesame Club; Miss Emily Hill, 
founder of the club; Mrs. Marshall Walliams, president 
North Carolina Division, U. D. C., and Mayor Thomas Per- 
rett; a response by a member of the Goldsboro Woman's 
Club; reports of the clubs; a talk by Hon. John M. Faison; 
an address by Mrs, Cotten, and several musical selections. 
After the meeting a delightful reception was given by Mrs. 
Marshall Williams, affording an opportunity for strengthen- 
ing the bond of friendly fellowship between the club women 
of the district. 


On Apri 3p the Goldsboro Woman’s Club gave to the 
public the opportunity of hearing Prof. E. K. Graham, 
dean of the State University, in a lecture on “The Study 
of Literature.” Mr. Graham threw a new light upon his 
subject, and was, as always, an inspiration to his hearers. 


DuRING the latter part of April the University Dramatic 
Club will play in Goldsboro under the auspices of the 
Woman’s Club. 


THE TWENTIETH CENTURY CLUB, Raleigh, 16 members, 
was formed for literary and social purposes. It is the only 
club in Raleigh, except the Woman’s Club, that is a mem- 
ber of the State Federation. As the Legislature met this 
year, the club worked for passage of certain bills, especially 
The Teachers’ Assembly Bill and The Child Labor Bill. It 
also contributed to the endowment fund, to the cash prize 
offered by the Music Department of the Federation, and 
the club will send at least three pictures to some of the rural 
schools in Wake county. The literary program has been 
unusually interesting, the subject being “The Short Story.”’ 


THE Liprary DEPARTMENT of Oxford Civic Club is in 
a flourishing condition. The dues and yearly subscriptions 
more than sustain the library, and, though not quite two 
years old, has about 1,000 volumes. The Reciprocity Com- 
mittee had a celebration last fall at the president’s home, all 
the clubs of the town being invited. An interesting pro- 
gram was rendered. Music, readings, papers, etc., followed 
by a social half hour over the teacups. The Domestic Sci- 
ence Department has recently had a public demonstration 
by one of the teachers of the college. Refreshments were 
prepared and disposed of, to the satisfaction of all present. 
Civic Day was observed March 10th, combined with that of 
the Health Department, at the graded school. Interesting 
talks were made by the mayor, health officer, superintendent 
of the schools and others, interspersed with songs by the 
children. One of the results of this meeting was the organ- 
ization of a Junior League with 200 names enrolled. The 
Music Department has also given a fine concert, the public 
being invited. A fund of $50 has been started toward beau- 
tifying the cemetery, and donations to most of the calls of 
the Federation have been made. | 


DuRHAM now has two federated clubs, the Civic League, 
an outgrowth of the Booklovers’ Club, started two years 
ago, joined the Federation this spring. Under the able 
leadership of Miss Shaw, the college librarian, the league 
is making itself felt in the village. Its first undertaking 
was to get resolutions passed forbidding the placing of 
merchandise on the sidewalks for sale. We next put in 
terra cotta piping on Main street to drain a ditch and pre- 
vent overflow after heavy rains mounting over the sidewalks 
and into the stores, at a cost of $100, fully paid for by a 
civic bazar, in which co-operation was secured from many 
citizens not interested in the regular meetings. The league 
had an exhibition of a traveling collection of good pictures, 
and bought a photograph of one of Landseer’s pictures, pre- 
senting it to the school. The league rents its own club 
rooms, which prove an interesting meeting place. The sub- 
ject for next year is “The Village School,” and a committee, 
with the co-operation of teachers and board, will suggest 
definite work. 


THE BooKLovers’ CLuB is studying George Eliot, the last 
of the series.of Women Novelists, and next year will study 
Shakespeare. 


SINCE THE organization three years ago of the Southport 
Civic Club it has been most effective in promoting several 
good enterprises. Through persistent endeavor the town 
officials with the co-operation of property owners have given 
the principal streets splendid concrete sidewalks; prizes are 
offered for the improvement of the yards by flower plant- 
ing; regular days are appointed for cleaning up yards and 
streets; cemetery has been improved and a hearse bought. 
The greatest achievement is the establishment of a free 
library for the town, surrounding country and army post 


near by, which has proven a blessing. In the literary. 


rooms of old historic Ft. Johnson one weekly meeting 1s 
held, alternating between business, Civic, Domestic Science 
and Social and Literary. 
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THE MEMBERS of the Civic League of Elizabeth City are 
very enthusiastic and are still working on their Riverside 
Drive, expecting to get it in the near future, and also for a 
city park. A temporary park will be had by the river this 
summer. ‘The members have great expectations ahead, as 
they are to furnish hall music and supper for the Easter 
Ball given by the young people. The hall and eatables will 
be given free to the club, which will enable the club to 
make a great profit financially. 


THE HENDERSON Civic LEAGUE has recently become 
most active in its several departments. The Library Com- 
mittee has made arrangements to secure several hundred 
books for the town library, and reopen it in one of the 
rooms in the courthouse. An effort will be made to secure 
playgrounds in several different sections of the city for this 
purpose, and to beautify the grounds by planting trees, 
flowers and grass on them. Rustic seats and swings will 
also be placed. Several flower plots will be cultivated in 
different sections of the city. 


LUBWOMEN are everywhere expected to celebrate 

their Civic Day, or “Clean Up Day,” on March 10th, 
and much good sanitary work ‘is accomplished by this public 
expression of the clubwomen’s interest in civic cleanliness. 
Word comes that the New York association for the improv- 
ing of the condition of the poor has just received the splen- 
did gift of six hundred and fifty thousand dollars from 
Mrs. Elizabeth Milbank Anderson for social welfare lab- 
oratories, to be known as the Milbank Memorial Gift. 
This money is to be expended in behalf of matters pertain- 
ing to public health and hygiene, such as preventive methods 
for tuberculosis, for public baths and the extermination of 
the fly and roach; on the welfare of school children, which 
will look into public school ventilation and the provision for 
school lunches; this support, it is expected, will enable a 
committee to serve out lunches to the children of approxi- 
mately fourteen instead of seven public schools; to increase 
the system of medical inspection of school children and the 
treatment of their physical defects and to provide sanitary 
drinking fountains for public schools. A department 
devoted to the ministration of food supply will endeavor to 
show how to reduce the cost of food and to increase its 
nourishing qualities, and under this head the subject of 
public bake shops, successful abroad, will be considered. 
Here again is a material expression of woman’s interest in 
civic and municipal problems. a

HE reading hour in every home may be made useful and 

cultural by a careful selection of current literature, and 
the books and magazines read in a home direct many of the 
opinions and views of that home. 


The Reef, by Edith Wharton, is a psycho-analysis of a certain kind 
of a man’s emotional nature. The author goes into minutest detail in 
her analysis and brings about many unusual situations in a most com- 
plicated plot. There is no moral purpose in the book; no special theory 
to exploit. The characters are all studies in emotions; two types of 
women appealing in different ways to the same man help to show up the 
hero’s outlook on life. While the style is graceful and dramatic, the 
book leaves an unpleasant impression on the reader’s mind and a feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction with the author’s outlook on humanity in this age 
of great moral and spiritual awakening. Mrs. Wharton does not seem 
to be keeping up with the optimistic trend of the social outlook of the 
day.

This little volume of 
171 pages should be on every library table, suggesting the value of cor- 
rect pronunciation as one of the signs of culture and encouraging the 
habit of referring every day to some standard authority for any uncer- 
tain word which might come up in conversation.

Social Life in Old New Orleans, by Eliza Ripley, being the recollec- 
tions of the girlhood of a clever Southern woman who knew her South 
by inheritance and residence, is one of those charmingly human docu- 
ments which occasionally come from the presses of today. ‘The book is 
composed of reminiscences and comment on the life in the Creole City 
from 1840 to 1865, many of the chapters having appeared in the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat as arti¢ies which are now bound between 
covers. ‘The final arrangements for their publication were sanctioned 
by the author the day before her death, July 13th, 1912, in the 8lst 
year of her age. ‘Those who have listened to the stories of Southern 
grandmothers will be at home with Mrs. Ripley’s book, and the chap- 
ters on Picayune Days, the Old French Opera House, Domestic Sci- 
ence 70 Years Ago, New Orleans Shops and Shopping in the 40s, the Old 
Plantation Life, People I Have Entertained, Steamboat and Stage 70 
Years Ago and Old Creole Days and Ways, will live over again the 
stories heard at their grandmother’s knee. Mrs. Ripley’s style is unaf- 
fected, free from pedantry, and genuine, with no straining after impres- 
sions, with a keen sense of humor at times, and yet with the pathos of 
the loneliness of old age. ‘The descriptions are of manners, customs, 
homes and ways of the Louisianan of 70 years ago, and, while there are 
a few names mentioned which give a personal note to the book, its broad, 


general treatment makes it a valuable record for the world of “Southern 


Life in Slavery Days.” ‘Twenty-odd illustrations in good taste add to 
the understanding of the text.

The Road of Living Men, by Will Levington Comfort, author of 
Rutledge Rides Alone and She Buildeth Her House, is a powerful book, 
bringing Out in a most forceful manner the influence of women in mak- 
ing men of all nations. The author presents China in a most pictur- 
esque way, and, while showing up her many cruelties and lack of 
respect for woman, suggests a possible awakening in depicting the inter- 
esting character of Yuan Kang See, a Chinese nobleman. This Book 
is full of daring deeds and thrilling adventures, in China and South 
America, where race feeling runs high; but through the whole plot 
stands out the big theme of woman. Mr. Comfort again pays a glow- 
ing tribute to womanhood and shows his power in drawing strong 
women as well as brave men. There is always something elevating and 
inspiring about his books, and, while always pre-eminently human and 
up-to-date, they always appeal to the higher nature, and stimulate the 
reader, man or woman, to a keener appreciation of the really vital 
questions of life.

The Washington Council. 


HE Washington Council of the General Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs goes down into history as a most 
remarkable meeting in many ways. Besides the attrac- 


tions of the National Capital, and enjoying the hospitality | 


of two State Federations, the phenominal attendance sur- 
passes all record. The Credential Committee reported 
2,024 clubwomen having registered. Of this number more 
than 800 were from the District of Columbia, over 500 were 
recorded as official members of the Council, 21 State presi- 
dents, 10 Federation secretaries, 12 chairmen of standing 
committees, 15 officers (the entire board) and a number of 
ex-officers. The Council was formally opened on Monday 
night, April 21, in the National Museum auditorium with an 
invocation from Rev. H. N. Conden, Chaplain of the House 
of Representatives, followed by the singing of America by 
audience. Mrs. W. E. Andrews, president of the District 
of Columbia Federation, also a member of the board of 
directors, Mrs. E. C. Wilson, vice president of 'the Mary- 
land Federation, and Mr. Cuno H. Rudolph, president of 
the board of commissioners of District of Columbia, gave 
hearty addresses of welcome, ‘which were responded to by 
Mrs. Pennybacker, president of the General Federation, who 
spoke about aims of Federation. Mrs. Albian Fellows Bacon, 
Indiana, delivered an instructive address on ‘Housing 
Reform.” 
Assembly Room of Raleigh Hotel, given by the District of 
Columbia Federation, was enjoyed by all visitors. All 
other sessions except the Fine Art session'were held in the 
Assembly Hall of the Raleigh Hotel, the headquarters. 
All officers and board committees made short reports; but 
as the Council is only for'conference no detail was gone into 
or action taken. Under the department of Education, Dr. 
Meyer Bloomfield made an able address on Vocational 
Training, making a plea for parents and teachers'to guide 
and direct boys and girls into the fields where they should 
work, and not let children decide such vital problems. 
Miss Boswell,'New York, claimed that her committee was 
preparing women to know how to be citizens whether they 
wanted to or not.. Mrs. Plummer, Maine, spoke on Peace, 
asking for all clubs to observe May 18th as Peace Day. 
Special time was given to considering Rural Life, and Hon. 
P. P. Claxton, Commissioner of Education, made an elo- 
quent address showing the needs for longer school terms 
and greater opportunities for country children. Mrs. Wm. 
Jennings Bryan spoke on The Rural Church as a Force in 
Solving Economic and Social Problems of Rural Life, urg- 
ing the establishment of undenominational country churches, 
with the co-operation of the whole community on one center. 
In the absence of Mrs. Frances Squire Potter, her convinc- 
ing-paper on /nter-relation and Inter-dependence of Rural 
and Urban Life, was read by Miss Stearnes. Miss Mar- 
garet Wilson, daughter of President Wilson, was intro- 
duced to the convention and spoke on the value of the Social 


Upon adjournment a beautiful reception in the. 


Center. She was present at most of the sessions, and was 
an interested listener. Mrs. Barry, Texas, made a plea for 
schools as social centers. In the absence of Mrs. Crockett, 
her report was read by Mrs. Everett, showing what women 
have done in Health Movement. Dr. Quam stressed the 
care of tuberculosis in rural homes, and Dr. Dysert made a 
plea for Mothers. Miss Johnson, of the Household 
Economic Department, explained the full meaning of the 
term as applied to all home life, not only preparation of 
food. Mrs. Crocker spoke most enthusiastically in behalf 
of Conservation, Water Power, Forests and the Birds. 
Mrs. Imogen Oakley, in her characteristic way, showed how 
Civil Service Reform affected every part of the home. 

At the Conferences of State Presidents and Federation 
Secretaries two members were asked to lead in two-minute 
discussions of each topic and then the question was open to 
all. The booklet on department work was explained by 
Mrs. Sneath, who prepared it. Mrs. Mulligan, president of 
Massachusetts Federation, spoke on Committee Work; Mrs. 
Denison, honorary president, made a plea for simpler Bien- 
nial programs; Mrs. Coleman, president of South Carolina 
Federation, led in the discussion of geographical division of 
States, providing a director from each group and officers 
elected from county at large; district meetings conducted by 
district board members. The relation of General Federa- 
tion official organ to State or district organ was led by Mrs. 
Waters, New York, editor General Federation Magazine, 
and Miss Louise Poppenheim, South Carolina, manager of 
Keystone; Miss Helen Winslow, Massachusetts, Mrs. 
Everett, Illinois, upholding the need of a State or district 
organ. The Endowment Committee, through Mrs. W. K. 
James, reported $32,023 collected, with 8 States paid in full. 
Of these are Virginia and Florida. Mrs. Moore, chairman 
of trustees, reported $23,700 as invested and $5,000 on 
hand. The Chichago Biennial program and plans were 
explained. by Mrs. Sneath and Mrs. George Bass, of Chi- 
cago. The Biennial will take place early in June, last 7 
days; all delegates will be comfortably housed, provided 
with dinner and receptions in private homes, comfortable 
auditorium with conference halls in same building. Tues- 
day evening was given over to a Fine Arts Session, when 
Mrs. Nieville Johnson, chairman of Art, spoke on Art and 
Democracy; violinand piano solo given by local Washington 
talent and the “No” in Classic Drama and Dance of Japan 
was explained in detail by Mrs. Blattner and illustrated by 
beautiful stereopticon views prepared by Mrs. Blattner her- 
self and danced or acted and sung by Mrs. Blattner in cos- 
tume—a most interesting presentation. Memorial services

Platt Dicker; the exercises were solemn and womanly. The 
Council closed by each member of the board of directors 
giving an attributeof herideal clubwoman. Courage, justice, 
hopefulness, patience, thoroughness, faith, common sense, 
tact, honesty, sympathy, cheerfulness, were attributes; and 
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Mrs. Pennybacker wove them into a whole and showed them 
up in daughters of three sections, Mrs. Reilly, Mrs. James, 
Mo., and Mrs. Kolbery, Texas. 

President and Mrs. Wilson graciously tendered a recep- 
tion to all clubwomen on Tuesday, and this was one of the 
most appreciated courtesies, judging from the appearance of 
the line; all clubwomen must have gone to the White House 
on this occasion. Wednesday afternoon the Chamber of 
Commerce of the District of Columbia gave a complimen- 
tary excursion on the Potomac up and beyond Mt. Vernon; 
many hundred availed themselves of this opportunity to stop 
at Mt. Vernon, while some remained on the river trip. 
Thursday was given over to the Maryland Federation meet- 
ing, which was in session this week in Baltimore. Special 
trains were provided for all leaving Washington at 9 a. m. 
The Council held a regular session in McCoy Hall, Johns 
Hopkins University, with the Maryland Federation; an 
interesting feature of which was a word of greeting in per- 
son from each one of the officers and directors of the Gen- 
eral Federation. The Maryland clubwomen were hostesses 
at lunch at the beautiful, restful County Club, taking all 
visiting clubwomen out in special trolley cars. During 


lunch Mrs. Blankenburg acted as toastmaster and intro-

Stop the Importation of Wild Birds’ Plumage for Millinery. 


O All Friends of the Birds: Fully one hundred species 
of the most beautiful and curious birds of the world 
are now being exterminated to meet the demands of 
the feather trade, for plumes, feathers and skins to use on 


the hats of thoughtless women. If the American women 
of society and of fashion could be made to know the details 
of this trade, and what it means, they would be among the 
first to support this movement for the protection of birds 
from the feather trade. The stories published by the Audu- 
bon Societies, of thestarvation of egret nestlings through the 
slaughter of parent birds, are incontestably true, and those 
telling of the extermination of certain birds of paradise are 
also true. 

Remember that the feather trade is attacking the exist- 
ence of an immense variety of birds, ranging from the con- 
dors and vultures, egrets, hawks, owls, birds of paradise and 
emus, down to the pheasants, ducks, callistes and humming- 
birds. No beautiful bird is spared unless fully protected 
by law. 

The New York Zoological Society is strongly and per- 
inanently opposed to this slaughter. It challenges the right 
of the feather trade to exterminate the most beautiful birds 
of the world for millinery purposes. It objects to bird 
slaughter in New Guinea just as strongly as to bird slaugh- 
ter in Florida! Every civilized nation has a duty in this 
matter, which cannot be ignored. 

The executive committee of the society has asked the 
Ways and Means Committee of Congress to incorporate in 
the new tariff bill, now being framed, a provision that will 
absolutely stop the feather-millinery traffic throughout the 
United States. By the best American women the appeal is 
being strongly endorsed. 


TEXT OF THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCcIETY’s PROPOSED PROVISION. 


At the end of Section No. 488 of the new Tariff Law, 
add the following: 

Provided, That the importation of aigrettes, egret plumes 
or “osprey” plumes, and the feathers, quills, heads, wings, 
tails, skins or parts of skins, of wild birds, either raw or 
manufactured, and not for scientific or educational pur- 
poses, is hereby prohibited ; but this provision shall not apply 
to the feathers or plumes of ostriches, or to the feathers of 
domestic fowls of any kind. | 

The time has now arrived when every American woman, 
and also every man, who desires to strike a hard blow in 
defense of the persecuted birds of the world can do so. It 
can be delivered by writing in behalf of the society’s provi- 
sion, directly and immediately, to your own members of 
Congress, and also to Hon. Oscar W. Underwood, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Ways and Means, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Australia has already done what we propose shall be done 
by America. Think what it would mean to end, for the 
whole United States, by only six lines of national law, the 
disgraceful bird-slaughter that now is going on in response 
to the demands of the traders in American fashions!

The present is a remarkably auspicious mument for strik- 
ing a blow against the slaughter of wild birds for millinery 
purposes. A new Tariff Bill is rapidly being framed by 
the House Committee on Ways and Means, for early pre- 
sentation at the extra session of Congress. If the Ways 
and Means Committee, and the House of Representatives, 
can be sufficiently encouraged to take the decisive step that 
has been proposed by the New York Zoological Society and 
the National Association of Audubon Societies, the result 
will be a victory that will completely reform our attitude 
toward the birds of the world. Think what it would mean 
to stop, at one stroke, all slaughter of “plumage’’ birds for 
the hats of American women, and at the same time wash 
our hands clean of the odium of this traffic! 

This appeal is addressed particularly to the women of 
America, because we believe that if any considerable bodies 
of them can be reached, and fully informed of the situation, 
the result will be an overwhelming demand for the entire 
prohibition of the importation of plumage of wild birds for 
millinery purposes. The need of the hour is that Congress 
should be informed of the wishes of the American people 
regarding this matter. 

We do not wish anyone to act merely at our “request.” 
It is a matter of conscience with each individual! If you 
desire to stop the traffic in the plumage of wild birds 
throughout the United States, the thing to do is to express 


your wishes in writing to each of the members of Congress 
from your State, and to the Committee of Ways and Means 
of the House of Representatives, Hon. Oscar W. Under- 
wood, Chairman. Express your views and your desires 
entirely in your own way, and leave the rest to Congress.
